Incidentally, few earrings 
were shown, and the bracelets seem- 
ed to have little vogue. The neck- 
laces were Lorgeous affairs In many 
instances. “Some wer developed 
into incorspicuous strings and very 
elaborate pendants ,formed ct show- 
ers of pearls, or masses of diamonds, 
or onyx and diamond ensembles. 
Among the rings, however, perhaps 
the fantasy of the artists was carried 
to the most unusual lengths. Imagina- 
tion to conceive new shapes, new

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British Device 

Box Hill, Surrey, Eng.—An invis!- 
ble eye that can see in the dark and 
detect the light of a ship two miles 
away on a black foggy night was 
introduced to newspapermen by its 
inventor, Jchn Baird, of television 
fame. He calls the invegtion “nocto- 
visor.” 

It looks something like a large 
camera and can be mounted on & 
ship or airplane. It was anhounced 
thot it would scon be tried on trans- 
atlantic liners. For the purpose of 
the demonstration it was mounted in 
the garden of Mr. Baird’s cottage 
overlooking the twinkling 
Dorking. In the dark beyond those 
lights an automobile headlight three 
miles away pointed tuward the cot- 
tage. ; 

At a signal from the inventor, 4 
sheet of ebonite, as 4 substitute for 
a ss fog two miles thick, was 
placed in Yront of the headlight. Not 
a glimmer was. then visible to the

The lens 
throws a distant image on the ex- 
ploring disc ef the transmitter, 
through whieh it acts on a photo 
electric cell sensitive to invisible tn- 
fra-red rays.

rubber tip and an easily held double- 
looped handle. When thie atick is 
to be converted Into a seat, while its 
owner watches a golg or tennis tourna 
mnt, the rubber tip f« first unscrew 
ed and changes placa with a disk 
headed +pike, which, up to thls time, 
has been concealed inside the upper 
end of the cane from sinking too far 
important item as It keeps the epiked 
end of the cane from sinking too far 
into the ground. The double loop 
ed handle is then opened end forms 
a ‘slightly curved seat, which is sur. 
prisingly comfortable. The angle at 
which the came is thrust into the 
ground can be adjusted to individual 
feeds and manner of -sitting.

The view rather widely held, that — 
the cure for many of our agricultural. . 
ills rests with the application of so- — 
called modern, large-scale methods of 
farming and the merging of many 
mall farms or hola‘ngs into one large 
enterprise seems to have received a: 
body blow from the United States 
Chamber of wommerce. This organt- 
zation, we read, has an agricultural 
service department which has been 
looking into the relative merits or dis 
advantages of large vs. amall farma. 
Returns were received from some 
seventy-four large-scale farms aver 
aging 11,797 acres in size, baving an 
average capitalization of $653,743, ‘and 
a four-year average of $102,676. in 
gross income. Much to the surprise 
of the average American newspaper 
editor, the little farmer makes just as . 
much money, acre for acre, as the big 
farmer. The chief advantage of the 
amall farm, explains the Washington 
Star, appears to be In the application 
of labor; a man working for himself 
or.his father works longer and harder © 
than one working for wages, To quote 
a portion of the Chamber of Com- 
merce report: ‘ “i 

“Taken as a group, the large-scale 
farms apparently have been no more 
nor any less successful than the aver 
age of the family-size farms. Further- 
more, there are fully as great varia- 
tions in efficiency among the large 
farms as has been found in numerous 
surveys of family farms, It appears, 
hae jthat mere incorporation or or- 
ganizaztion of farming enterprises on 
ja large scale will not automatically 
{solve the. problems of the agricultural 
industry, % 

“From this study it appears that 
large-scale farms may have advant- 
ages over family farms in superior. 
managemeuat, organization, more. ef: 
ficient utilization of machinery, spe- 
clalization of labor, buying and sell: 
ing in wholesale quantities and, in 
some instances, reduction of overhead 
expense. 

“The large farms also have certain 
disadvantages. They experte.ce dif 
ficulty in securing efficient labor and 
in obtaining the degree of interest of 
the laborers in the success of the 
business which is found on family 
farms. The seasonal character ol 
farm work and. wuncertaintles io 
weather ccnditions prevent as effec 
tive use of machinery and as com: 
plete division of labor as is achiev- — 
ed in some other Industries. 

“The futurs development of large 
scale farming in the United States ts 
a matter of conjecture. Fears as to 
the probable disastrous effects of an 
extensive develcpment of large-scale 
farming upon the socia) life of the 
rural population are at least prema-. 
ture since this type of farming 4,till 
is a relatively unimportant factor in 
the agricultural ‘industry, ard the 
rapidity of its future development is 
uncertain.” : 

This ts welcome news to the New 
York World (for “it weuld be a calam- 
ity if the spread of corporate farm- 
ing should finally force 10,000,000 in- 
dependest —. to become wage- 
earners.” t the. application of 
mass-production methcds to the soll \s 
gaining, however, is pointed out in 
the report, which’ says there are 9,- 
000 farming corporations with a gross 
income total of $709,000,000.

Fifteen years ago, on June 28th, 
1914, Princip a Bosnian youth and 
Austrian aubject, who was fired with 
Serbian nationalism and who had 
just come from the ferblan capital 
at Belgrade, fired the fatal shots at 
Serajevo which killed the Archduke 
Franz Ferdinand and his wifer Thus 
another oppressor of the Serbs. as 
the heir to the Hapsburg throne was 
popularly but erroneously supposed 
to be, was assassinated, and the spark 
was kindled which started the gen- 
eral conflagration of Europe. 

Ten years ago, on June 28th, 1919, 
was signed the Treaty of Versailles 
which ended the World War with 
Germany, established the League of 
Nations, and laid the foundatios of 
present-day Europe. 

On this anniversary day It is worth 
while to. glance back, in the light 
of revelations which ten years have 
brought forth, at the chain of events 
which led to the Serajevo assassina- 
tion. 

In September, 1913, Franz Ferdi- 
nand, as inspectcr of the Austrian 
troops, decided to pay a visit with 
his wife to the Austrian province of 
Basnia during the following June to; 
observe the regular summer man 
vers of the two army corps erdinatily 
stationed there. Hye felt tuat the 
visit would serve a two-fold p.rpose. 

First, trom the politi¢al point of 
view, it was highly desifable that a 
member of the imperial famils should 
show himself in the recently annex- 
ed provinces. 

The second and main object of the 
trip, however, was that that the Arch- 
duke might attend.the manoeuvres of 
the XVth and XVIth Army Corps. 

Until the opening of the twentieth 
century, the two countries had gen- 
erally been on friendly terms and 
even in allience, the Hapsburgs act- 
against 
the Turks and the Bulgarians. But 
in Jute, 1903. the brutal assassina- 
tion of King Alcxander of Serbia and 
his-mistress by a conspiracy among 


his own subjects brought a change.

These 
creatures have their places to fill in| 
the scheme of nature and some of | 
them are highly veneficlal and use- 
ful to man by reason of their destruc | 
tion of mice and injurious insects. 

Aversion to snake is largely ac-) 
quired through training and legend, | 
and can in most cases be overcome. | 
When this is accomplished these in-| 
teresting creatures, life-hisiories, and 
adaptations, many important biolo- 
gical principles.

I think that on the whole history 
did more harm. in Johnson's. day 
than iti does in this. It had not then 
been found out. In the eighteenth 
century might say, “History 
teaches us,” and then pretend that 
all history was but an extended ex- 
ample of some pet little fad of your 
own. If only you wrote well enough 
you might even be believed. And the 
period of history to which Johnson 
particularly objected was that of 
republican Rome, to which it was 
then the fashion to: appeal for fan- 
tastic ¢xamples of civie excellence. 
“I know not,” he wrote, “why any- 
one but a schoolboy in his declama- 
tion should whine over the common- 
wealth of Rome.” 

The collapse of the two large hopes 
of the French Revolution and the 
ebs and flows in the fashions of his- 
tory have made us a little more scep- 
tical than was the generation of 
Johnson, though not nearly, sceptical 
enough. . History can to-day teach 
ius at least one great lesson. We learn 
‘from history that there is very litte 
to be learnt from history. We learn 
from it also, if we are wise, a decent 
scepticism concerning political pana- 
ceas, There has never been a Golden 
Age,...For, under any constitution, 
power must be put into the hands 
of men; and men abuse power. 

All these things Johnson knew very 
well, He know them so well that he 
did not need history to teach them 
to him. Anr his objection, I fancy, 
was not really so much to history 
as to historians. He knew that ha- 
man natre rir not change. He ob- 
jected to the historians who told him 
that it did.“All history,” it has been 
said, “is a history of one’s own cen- 
tury.” Johnson was doubtless igno- 
rant of the acidents of the past.... 
of what its men were like, he had 
far too keen a sense to be willing to 
spend much time in learning what 
the present said about them. He was 
avid to study “modes of life.” It was 
only that small part that “kings or 
lords can cause or cure” which he 
found tedious. He, more almost than

AFTER HARVEST CULTIVATION 
Ploughing hay and pasture sod in the 
late summer or early fall, foliowed by 
| frequent working of the land with the 
disk harrow until late in the fall, will 
germinate the seeds of annual weeds 
and destroy the weed seedlings, If per 
ennial weeds like couch grass are pre- 
sent the ploughing of the sod should be 
about 5 inches in depth and this oper- 
ation should be fotlow+d immediately by 
a light disking to prevent tue soil bak- 
ing. Two or three diskings at one week 
intervals should be made thereafter to 
break up the sod, After the sod is rot 
ted the cultivator, preferably one with 
stiff teeth, should be used at week or 
_| ten-day intervals until late fall, 

If the land to be cleared is grain 
stubble, if may not be necessary to 
plough ‘the land after the grain is har- 

vested, but the disk or cultivator may 
nk aided: at tek: and the soil workéd 
frequently during the balance of the 
growing season. .

Similar ingenuity is demonstrated 
in the nest-buiiding activities of the 
red tropical trea art, which builds its 
house by dexwin aieaves together and 
fastening their «dzes with silk. The 
ans streten accoxs from leat to leaf, 
gripping the edge of one leaf with 
their jaws, the edge of the other with 
their hind legs. Then they pull, and 
the leaves come together. If the leaves 
are so far apart that single ants can- 


not span the gap, the workers link 


themselves \together in pairs. One 
grips the other by the waist, and in 
this way they almost double their 
length. If the gap is still wider, three 
or even four joint the chain. 

The pulling is done with fine team- 
work. The ants range themselves side 
by side like little soldiers. The jaws 
of all grip one edge; the hind legs 
of all grip the opposite edge. Together 
they haul, like sailors hoisting the 
mainsail on a.ship. 

Then comes the stitching! Ants can- 
not make silk themselves, but their 
larvm possess it for cocoon-making 
purposés.

A wonderful example of purely in- 
stinctive knowledge of insects is the 
way spiders keep from committing sul- 
cide in their own webs. To avoid being 
caught in the sticky snare it prepares 
for other insects, it carefully oils its 
body with a substance it squeezes from 
ts salivary glands. 

The marvelous instinctive _knowl- 
edge of anatomy displayed by the 
wasp in paralyzing its prey is almost 
sufficient to make a surgeon turn 
green with envy! It stings its victim 
the nervous ganalia and injects a 
fluid which acts like an anssthetic. 
Thus it paralyzes the nerve tissue
